AN ORDINANCE TO PROHIBIT NIGHT-TIME USE AND ACCESS

1. No person shall operate any motor vehicle upon the frozen surface of Wilson 
Lake during the time period beginning one-half hour after sunset and ending 
one-half hour before sunrise of the following morning. 

2. No person shall operate a motor vehicle on any municipal property for the 
purpose of obtaining access to the frozen surface of Wilson Lake during the time 
- period beginning one-half hour after sunset and ending one-half hour before sunrise 
of the following morning. 

3. A notice setting forth the essential terms of this ordinance shal! be posted in a 
conspicuous place near the municipal boat ramp, and further notices may be posted 
in other appropriate locations by order of the selectmen. 

4. Definitions. ‘‘Motor Vehicle’’ shall include automobiles, trucks, motorcycles 
and similar vehicles, but shall not include snowmobiles. 

*‘Municipal property’ shall include the town boat landing, all town parks, and 
the town property situated near the head of the lake off the Pond Road. 

5. Violation of this ordinance shall be deemed an infraction in accordance with the 
Maine Motor Vehicle Statutes. 

6. In the event any provision of this ordinance is determined to be void, the 
remaining provisions shall continue in fuil force and eftect. 

Notice is hereby given that the Registrar of Voters will be in session at the Wilton 
Town Office on March 6th and 7th between the hours of 8:00 a.m. and 5:00 p.m. and 
on March 11th during the hours that the polls are open on the day of said meeting for 
the purpose of reviewing the list of voters and accepting new registrations.

REPORT OF TOWN MANAGER 


The content of your 1979 Town Report covering the period of February 1, 1979 to 
January 31, 1980 contains reports from various Boards, Commissions, department 
heads and the credit report. These are presented to provide the citizens a better 
insight and understanding of the operations of the local Municipal government. 

This year as in previous years, it has been my privilege to have an excellent 
working relationship with the Board of Selectmen and the citizens of the town. It has 
also been. my privilege to work with an efficient and dedicated office staff, 
department heads, and employees who are providing public services. 

Your Selectmen and Town Manager are presenting a budget which calls for more 
appropriation from taxes than 1979 due to a loss of $43,000.00 in Federal Revenue 
Sharing and less Inventory Tax refunds from the State. This was passed by the 
Legislature as 100% reimbursement but has steadily declined and will be phased out 
entirely. On the bright side the Town expects to add approximately $2,000,000.00 on 
new valuation which will produce $35,000.00 to $40,000.00 in extra tax revenue. The 
Town continues to maintain its healthy financial status. 

While the Town’s tax burden has remained fairly stable over the past several 
years, physical growth within the Town has continued. 1979 saw the completion of 20 
units of elderly housing on Eastern Avenue. These units are privately owned and pay 
taxes. Also 7 units of elderly housing on Weld Street which are privately owned and 
pay taxes were completed. Currently under construction on Village View Street are 
44 units of elderly housing to be completed and taxable in the very near future. 

Approximately 6,000 yards of sand was stockpiled for winter use but due to the 
extremely favorable winter weather very little has been used to date. The highway 
department is stockpiling sand for tar works next summer. If the fine weather 
continues, bushes will be cut on several rural roads. 

The usual maintenance was carried on at Lakeview Cemetery. We were also able to 
grade and seed a large area and hopefully can complete this job in 1980. 
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The Town is presently making application to the Federal Department of Housing: 
and Urban Development for a grant of $190,000.00 for rehabilitation works on the 
Main Street, hopefully to receive funds in June of 1980.

LIBRARIAN’S REPORT — 1979 


Circulation statistics for 1979; adult books, 12,903; children’s books, 10,987; a 
total of 23,890; magazines, 607; records, 49. We have borrowed 32 books from the 
State Library and 11 from other libraries. Total books purchased are 372 adults and 
142 children’s. We subscribed to 16 magazines and the Maine Times. We have had 
many gifts of books and all are much appreciated. There have been 173 new library 
cards issued this year. 

Gifts of money have been received from the Women’s Fellowship of the 
Congregational Church, the Tyngtown Club, Wiltona Club, Forster Foundation, Dr. 
and Mrs. Dale Bardo, Mrs. Clifford Oliver, and Mr. and Mrs. Cyrus Fernald. Girl 
Scout Troop 681 presented to the library the book ‘‘Joy of Nature’’. The ‘‘Radio 
- Amateur’s Handbook’’ in memory of Cliff Bubier was received from Horace Clark 
and Stephen Karkos and the Book Club donated two books ‘‘The World of the 
American Indian’’ and ‘‘Andre’’. Our sincere thanks to all these individuals and 
organizations, alsoto Mr. and Mrs. Donald Dodge for their work on the hedge, and to 
the many others who have assisted us in any way. 

Our school program is still in operation and we feel that it is a very worthwhile 
project. During the 1978-79 school year 7 teachers participated with their students 
borrowing 3737 books. 

It has been a difficult year for the library financially due to the expense of 
connecting onto the new town sewer system, running new oil lines from the furnace 
to the oil storage tank, and the continuing increase in prices of all books, supplies and 
fuel oil. In an effort to find ways to conserve on oil consumption it was felt necessary 
to consolidate our hours into three consecutive days per week for the winter months 
of January, February and March 1980. 

Again this year we have been the victims of several acts of vandalism having to 
replace three large broken windows and four small ones.

For all of us, 1979 marked a year filled with questions and uncertainties. Questions 
over what services should be retained vs. those that should be cut back in view of the 
increased cost of doing business and the increasing reluctance of taxpayers to pay for 
questionable services. The uncertainty prompted by the cost and availability of 
previously taken for granted fuel has forced all of us to reexamine the way we do 
things. For the F.C.C.A.C. the issue of energy was and continues to be of paramount 
importance, since a significant portion of the Agency’s services are directed at 
lessening the economic burden of a more expensive fuel supply through financial 
assistance, education and direct service education to residents of your community. 

Through last year’s Fuel Assistance Program this Agency aided 481 county 
households containing over 800 individuals. Fifty one percent of these households 
were elderly. Through this agency’s Western Maine Energy Center, individuals and 
groups were provided free information and assistance in ways to reduce personal 
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energy consumption. A personal energy fashion show, entitled ‘‘The Layered Look”’ 
stressing the importance of appropriate indoor dress at lower temperatures was 
developed for and presented to county wide senior citizens groups. The Agency’s 
Mobile Energy Education Unit was inaugurated at the Franklin County Fair and has 
since made trips to several county communities spreading energy saving messages. 

The Weatherization progrm did its part for energy savings while becoming the 
most productive program in the state, winterizing 191 homes in 17 different 
communities. One hundred and eleven of these homes belonged to elderly 
households. A total of 565 individuals benefitted from this program. 

Through the Housing Program, emergency home repairs were performed on 56 
dwellings in 14 communities, providing safe chimneys, sound roofs and overall 
general repairs. Through the Section 8 Existing House Program 31 apartment units 
were rented to elderly and low income families. In addition, the Housing Program 
was instrumental in assisting 21 families in securing FmHA loans and grants. Asa 
planning activity the Housing Office assisted the towns of; Phillips, Rangeley and 
Jay in completing Community Development Block Grant Program appn cea all of 
which received funding approval. | 

As the Comprehensive Deliverer of CETA services to the County, the Agency 
experienced substantial growth providing expanded services for job training. Youth 
continued to play an important role in job related services provided by the Agency. 
The Summer Youth Employment Program provided county wide employment for 112 
youths in productive community jobs. During the regular school year 21 students - 
were enrolled in the in-school job program while 11 out of school youths received the 
benefit of job training. In cooperation with private enterprise 156 residents around 
the county received on the job training, classroom training and work experience 
which led to full employment. 

From an educational perspective, the Agency Head Start and Day Care Centers 
have continued to serve an expanded number of children. Through the centers 
located in Phillips, Rangeley, Farmington, and Jay 75 children including 10 
handicapped were enrolled. The program provided access to education, social 
services, psychological, medical and dental services, speech therapy and parenting 
skills. 

The Day Care Program enrolled 71 children at the Sweatt-Winter Center in 
Farmington. An additional 41 children were enrolled in 20 licensed homes in 7 towns. 
Residents of 15 county towns utilized the combined services of the Center and Family 
Day Care homes. 

The Agency’s Family Planning Program served 377 county residents through its 
clinic in Farmington. In addition the program provided Family Planning education to 
an additional 505 individuals in Franklin County. . 

The WIC Program continued to provide basic nutritious foods to pregnant women, 
nursing mothers and children under five years of age who met financial guidelines. In 
1979 the program distributed 3,457 food packages through a system of vouchers. 
Most important however, was nutrition education in the program delivered to each 
client on the benefits of balanced diets and good health habits. 

Through the generosity of county residents, private enterprise, dedicated 
volunteers and CAP staff and Agency continued to operate two very successful 
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programs. The Clothing Center located at the CAP Office in East Wilton provided 
clothing free of charge to 1,217 individuals in Franklin County. The other program 
which lifts everyone’s spirit. “‘Operation Santa Claus’’ operated in conjunction with 
WKTJ Radio, experienced its most successful year ever, serving 545 needy children 
in every Franklin County town. 

The Franklin County Community Action Council maintains the philosophy of 
‘*Helping People Help Themselves’’. Through your cooperation and support we will 
continue to make this philosophy a reality. 

The Franklin County Community Action Council is governed by a 27 member 
Board comprised of citizens from 9 county communities.

As 1980 approaches, we are again requesting funds from the Town of Wilton to 
support our work. 

Western Older Citizens Council is the Area Agency on Aging for Androscoggin, 
Franklin, and Oxford Counties, providing services to citizens age 60 and over. 
W.O.C.C. provides some services directly, and subcontracts to Androscoggin Home 
Health Services and Western Maine Transportation Services for others. A total of 286 
citizens of Wilton were served by our agency during 1979. 

104 home health services were provided to Wilton residents this year. These 
include nursing, homemaker, and home health aide services. In addition, flu clinics 
and health screenings are provided by Androscoggin Home Health Services to 
elderly residents of the tri-county area. 

Wilton residents received 4,746 hot nutritious noontime meals which were 
provided either at mealsites throughout the three counties or were delivered to 


homes. 


1,093 outreach visits were made to your citizens by Outreach Workers and Elder 
Advocates from our Advocacy Program. They provided assistance to your senior 
citizens with problems in housing, economics, social security, health, or — referred 
them to the proper agency. They also provided technical assistance in filling out 
applications for the tax and rent refund program, transportation certification and 
other needed services. 
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Wilton’s Senior Citizens rode 29,724 miles in the mini-bus, which is provided by 
Western Maine Transportation Services to people age 60 and over on a space 
available basis according to need. Transportation is provided for medical 
appointments, meals, meetings, personal needs and volunteer work in the Retired 
Senior Volunteer Program. 

Western Older Citizens Council does not charge for any of its services, though 
donations are accepted for transportation and meals. 

We are requesting $2,500.00 from the Town of Wilton to support our work. This 
money will be used to match federal and state funds. 

The attached brochure and newspaper also describe services provided by our 
agency.

The Town of Wilton has been generous in its support of our programs in the past, 
and we hope that you will continue to do so in the coming year.

WOODLAND WANDERERS SNOWMOBILE CLUB 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Wilton: 

Snowmobile owners in the State of Maine are required to pay a fee of $11.25 for 
registration of their machines. $6.00 of this fee is refunded to the town of legal 
residence of the owner. These refunds constitute the so-call State Refund of 
Snowmobile Registrations. 

This year, as in years past, the Woodland Wanderers request a certain sum of 
money be alloted from the State Refund of Snowmobile Registrations, to be used at 
the club’s discretion. 

To date, dispite unfavorable snowmobiling weather, the club has a membership of 
161 families. These members spend many volunteer hours working on yard sales, 
public suppers, and other fund raising projects to provide funds for the club to 
function. 

In June 1979 the club purchased a 1980 Alpine trail groomer and drag at an 
expense of $3,619.75. During the fall of 1979 a bridge repair project was instituted 
which has involved the building and repairing of new and existing trail bridges. At 
this time, the sum of $1,265.83 has been spent for the project. 

In February 1979 the club participated in a ride-in for the benefit of retarded 
children and raised the sum of $800.00 in donations for this worthy cause. The second 
club sponsored snowmobile safety training course was held in November 1979. The 
Woodland Wanderers own four trail grooming machines used to maintain the many 
miles of trails in the Wilton area.

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ANDROSCOGGIN HOME HEALTH SERVICES 
ANNUAL REPORT — 1979 


Fifty Wilton residents were served by the home care program during 1979. As a 
group, these patients received 1,255 home visits by our professional and 
paraprofessional staff. By type these visits consisted of skilled nursing care, 516; 
physical therapy, 46; occupational therapy, 2; home health aide, 411; and 
homemaker service, 280. Visits are provided on a part time basis and in varying 
combinations based upon patient and family needs. While the program relates to a 
great variety of situations, a major benefit derives from the fact that home care 
frequently enables patients to be appropriately cared for at home rather than in an 
insititutional setting. This is important to patients and to taxpayers. 

Thanks to a combination of municipal financial support and federal and state 
grants which depend upon the availability of local “‘matching’’ money, we were able 
to subsidize a total of $5,067 in services to Wilton residents. While a slight majority of 
home care visits was covered by Medicare, Medicaid, and private insurance, a 
significant amount of services was required by individuals who were either unable to 
pay or could meet only a portion of the cost with out-of-pocket payments. We 
endeavor to serve all patients on the basis of need; our capacity to do so is determined 
by the avilability of the aforementioned support. 

We greatly appreciate the support of Wilton Residents, not only in 1979, but 
throughout the decade.

FRANKLIN AREA NURSING SERVICE 


This is asummary of the services provided in Wilton by the Franklin Area Nursing 
Service which serves the nine towns in School Administrative District #9. 

Over 250 contacts were made with families in your area — of these two-thirds were 
in reference to the school health program. 

Six preschool immunization clinics were held at the American Legion Hall on the 
first Tuesday of February, April, May, June, October, and December with an 
attendance of 70. 

The regular school health program is being carried on as in previous years which 
include screening for vision and hearing defects, and immunizations clinics. Much 
time has been spent on referrals and follow-up of any health problem found in these 
screenings and also any that were found by physical examinations which are done by 
the family physician. | 

In addition, the Public Health program is being continued and includes referrals 
and follow-up, in the areas of communicable diseases, maternal and child health, 
lead screening, genetic disease program, mental health, and community service. 
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I wish to express my appreciation to all the people who have helped carry out these 
programs. Also special thanks to the American Legion for use of their hall for the 
preschool immunization clinics.

WILTON VOLUNTEER AMBULANCE SERVICE 
ANNUAL REPORT — 1979 


This past year we have been working extemely hard to improve our ambulance 
service. We have had to recertify our licenses and update everyone’s training to 
comply with state regulations. This has been time consuming, but for dedicated 
personnel we have achieved our goal, for the betterment of our service. Presently, we 
have 32 active members. | 

Training sessions for our personnel have included, Skid Pan/Defensive Driving 
Course taught by 2 dedicated State Police Officers, Advance First Aid Course, CPR 
Courses, E.M.T. Refresher Courses, Extrication Course, and a module of 
MAST/EOA for E.M.T.’s. Workshops have included Burn Care, Death and Dying, 
Home Safety, Drug and Alcohol Abuse, Poisonings, Hazzards of Winter, Child 
Abuse and Neglect, Hazzardous Material Emergencies, home visits with patients 
with special equipment at home, Oxygen Care and Usage, Radio Communication, 
and Hypothermia. Presently we have 12 active members undertaking an E.M.T. 
Course. This involves approximately 5 hours per class, 2 classes per week for 
approximately 30 classes. These people are sincere in volunteer work and better 
patient care. 

Other training has been participation in Disaster Drills. These drills are a must in 
testing our emergency skills. These drills enable our service to work with our Police 
Department, Fire Department, and neighboring emergency services. These people 
and their co-operation are vital to an actual emergency. 

This past year we held a fund raising and accepted donations for uniforms. The 
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donations were overwhelming. Ambulance personnel became *‘Ambu-Logger’s”’ for 
a weekend and cut and yarded 2 cords of wood which were raffled. Uniforms have 
been purchased and this would not have been possible without vour support. Other 
donations that were overwhelming were from the Wilton Lion’s Club for purchasing 
equipment. The Earland Tripp Fund was set up to maintain our newly acquired 
equipment. 

Special events we participated in were Franklin Memorial Hospital Open House, 
Wilton Volunteer Ambulance Service Open House, display at special classes of 
S.A.D. #9 and demonstrations for Cub Scouts and other interested groups.

NOTE 1 - SUMMARY OF ACCOUNTING POLICIES: 


The accounting policies of the Town conform to generally accepted account- 
ing principles as applicable to governmental units. The following is a summary of 
the more significant policies. 


Fund Accounting: 


The accompanying financial statements are organized and operated on a 
fund basis. A fund is defined as an independent fiscal and accounting entity with 
a self-balancing set of accounts recording cash and/or other resources together 
with all related liabilities, obligations, reserves, and equities which are segre- 
gated for the purpose of carrying on specific activities or attaining certain ob- 
jectives in accordance with special regulations, restrictions, or limitations. 


Basis of Accounting: 


The financial statements of the Trust Funds and Sewer Department Enter- 
prise Fund are maintained and reported on the accrual basis of accounting. All 
other funds included in these financial statements are maintained and reported on 
the modified accrual basis. 


Inventories of Supplies: 


Inventories of supplies are considered to be expenditures at the time 
of purchase and are not included in the general fund balance sheet. 


Fixed Assets: 


Expenditures made for utility plant in service in the Sewer Department 
Enterprise Fund are capitalized at historical cost and depreciated using the 
straight line method over their estimated useful lives, which range from 10 to 50 
years. Expenditures for property, plant and equipment and for renewals and better- 
ments, which extend the original useful life of assets, are capitalized while ex- 
penditures for maintenance and repairs are expensed. When property assets are re- 
tired or sold, the cost and related accumulated depreciation is removed from the 
appropriate accounts and, except in the case of trades, the resulting gain or loss 
is included in the results of operations. 


Property, plant and equipment purchased by other funds are recorded as 
expenditures in the period of acquisition. As is the general practice of Munici- 
palities in the State of Maine, the Town does not maintain a general fixed asset 
group of accounts and depreciation is not recognized in the accounting process. 


Continued Appropriations: 


Appropriations for certain projects and specific items not fully expend- 
ed at the fiscal year end are carried forward as continued appropriations to the 
new fiscal year in which they supplement the appropriations of that year. At the 
fiscal year end, the continued appropriations are reported as a component of the 
general fund balance.
